343 T a meeting of the Ad Interim Committee of the Board of 
Trustees of the American Dental Association held in Washing- 
344 ton, D. C., June 30, it was decided to cancel the Eighty-Fourth 
344 Annual Meeting, scheduled to be held in Boston, August 24 to 28. 
This is the first time in the history of the Association that national 
344 events have been of such serious import as to call for action of this 
345 kind. 
During the last year, the Association’s activities have been devoted 
48 almost wholly to meeting dentistry’s responsibility in the war emer- 
gency. The Officers and Section Chairmen planned the Boston 
49 meeting as an integral part of this program and to inform the mem- 
; bers in regard to both their individual obligation and their profes- 
50 sional obligation toward the war effort. The officers had hoped that 


51 reports presented and decisions made at the Boston meeting would 


further dentistry’s contribution. 
Balanced against the advantages of holding the Boston meeting 


52 was the fact that any added burden on the nation’s transportation 
- facilities might hamper the war effort. Confronted with the problem

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ing; and that, in order to carry on the essential activities of the 
Association, the Board of Trustees, House of Delegates and standing 
committees meet in St. Louis, August 24 to 27. 

A vote of the entire Board of Trustees taken by mail confirmed 
the Ad Interim Committee’s recommendation. ° 

I feel sure that in foregoing our meeting, which more than 10,000 
of the 52,000 members of the Association would undoubtedly have 
attended, the disappointment of the members is greatly mitigated 
by the knowledge that the Association is adding anew to the con- 
tribution American dentistry is making to the nation’s victory effort.

GASOLINE RATIONING 


Tue members of the dental profession 
have been placed in the same category 
with physicians, surgeons, etc., under 
the permanent gasoline rationing pro- 
gram effective July 22. As in all cases in 
the preferential list, each dentist must 
submit his individual needs for supple- 
mental gasoline to his local rationing 
board. 


TIRES, TUBES AND NEW AUTOMOBILES 


There is nothing new to report at this 
date on the efforts of the committee to 
obtain concessions for members of the 
dental profession in regard to tires, 
tubes and new automobiles, except to say 
that a 19-page brief presenting the cause 
of dentistry has been submitted to 
Richard C. Harrison, chief of the Tire 
Rationing Division, and others in author- 
ity, and many personal conferences have 
been held with persons high in adminis- 
tration circles. It is hoped that some 
progress is being made in this direction. 
However, there apparently is a real 
shortage of rubber and this has recently 
been forcibly brought to the attention of 
the people of the United States by the 
President. Therefore, in spite of the 
protests of a comparatively few members 
of the profession in regard to this mat- 
ter, the committee is proceeding care- 
fully, as well as forcefully, in order that 
the high place that the profession now 
holds in the esteem of the people and 
government may not be jeopardized. 


DENTISTS ATTACHED TO RECRUITING TEAMS 


It has just been announced by Brig. 
Gen. R. H. Mills that a dentist has been 
assigned to the army recruiting teams 
operating in the larger areas of the 
United States. 


A LOGICAL PROCEDURE IN COMMISSIONING 
DENTISTS 
The following motion was adopted by 
the Directing Board of Procurement and 
Assignment under date of June 22:

At a meeting of the Procurement and 
Assignment Service in Washington, D. C., 
June 22, the following memorandum was 
prepared to serve as a guide until further 
notice : 

At this time, the procurement objec- 
tives of the armed forces so far as den- 
tists are concerned are being fulfilled. 
This satisfactory condition is very likely 
to continue for the remainder of the 
calendar year. The directing board, in 
keeping with an underlying principle of 
the National Selective Service Act and 
the apparent present attitude of Congress 
on dependency, recommends to all corps 
area and state committees that the family — 
unit be preserved wherever possible. This 
means that all dentists below the age of 
37 who have volunteered and are not 
“essential,” those without dependents 
and those who have married since the 
passage of the Selective Service Law 
and have no children shall be considered 
immediately available. Until the need is 
more acute, those dentists who have 
legitimate dependency claims shall be 
held in reserve. 

It should be understood that this 
action is temporary and shall prevail 
only until such time as the needs of the 
armed forces necessitate its modification. 
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PROCUREMENT AND ASSIGNMENT SERVICE 


Tue following memorandum from 
the National Headquarters Selective 
Service System is transmitted for your 
information : 


Status of Students from Cobelligerent 
and/or Neutral Countries 

Graduate students from either cobellig- 
erent or neutral countries who enter the 
United States on students’ visas, and who 
expect to return to their native lands upon 
completion of their studies, should arrange 
for a determination of their status by the 
Selective Service local board in the com- 
munity where they are temporarily residing. 
The student should submit an “Alien’s Ap- 
plication for Determination of Residence” 
together with an “Alien’s Personal History 
and Statement” to the local board within 
three months after the date of his entry into 


this country. If the local board finds that 
the applicant is not residing in the United 
States within the meaning of the Selective 
Training and Service Act of 1940, as 
amended, an “Alien’s Certificate of Non- 
residence” will be issued to him. 

The issuance of such certificates of non- 
residence will indicate that the applicant is 
not intending to establish residence in the 
United States, but intends to leave upon the 
completion of a given course of study. The 
period of validity of the certificate of non- 
residence will vary according to the needs of 
the individual case.

PUBLICATION OF PROFESSIONAL PAPERS 


Army Regulations require that articles 
written by Medical Department officers 
be submitted to the Surgeon General and 
the War Department for approval before 
they are forwarded for publication. 

The manuscript must be forwarded 
through medical channels to the Sur- 
geon General. The Professional Service 
Division of this office will review the 
paper and submit it to the War De- 
partment Manuscript board. If approved, 
the manuscript will be either returned 


to the author or submitted directly to the 
journal of the author’s choice as indi- 
cated in the letter of transmittal. If 
disapproved for publication, the article 
with correspondence and indorsements 
attached will be returned through 
channels to the author. 

Dental officers are warned that pub- 
lication of articles or papers not ap- 
proved by the board mentioned above is 
a direct violation of existing regulations 
and directives—Army Bull., April 1942.

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COMMITTEE ON MATERIALS, SUPPLIES 
AND EQUIPMENT 


In March 1942, Dr. Oliver, President 
of the American Dental Association, ap- 
pointed a special committee from the 
Association to work with officials of the 
War Production Board and _ related 
boards in Washington. Since that time, 
many problems relating to materials, 
supplies and equipment for the dental 
profession have been discussed. The list 
includes rubber dam, dental burs, dental 
x-ray machines, dental units, stainless 
steel for orthodontic appliances, exodon- 
tia instruments, hypodermic needles, 
flasks and microscopes. So far, decisions 
have been given regarding two of them, 
dental burs and stainless steel. For the 
information of the profession, an of- 
ficial order from Washington concern- 
ing dental equipment and supplies is 
given herewith : 


NATIONAL DEFENSE WAR PRODUCTION 
BoarD 
DENTAL EQUIPMENT AND SUPPLIES 


The fulfilment of requirements for the 
defense of the United States has created 
a shortage in the supply for defense, for 
private account and for export of the 
materials entering into the production of 
dental equipment and supplies and in the 
facilities available for the production of 
dental equipment and supplies; and the 
following order and the schedules issued 
pursuant thereto are deemed necessary 
and appropriate in the public interest 
and to promote the war effort. 


GENERAL LIMITATION ORDER NO. L-139 


(a) Issuance of Schedules of Simpli- 
fication of Lines——The director of in- 
dustry operations may from time to time 
issue schedules establishing simplified 
practices with respect to the types, sizes, 
forms, specifications or other qualifica- 
tions for dental equipment, supplies, in- 


struments and materials, and other sim- 
ilar products. After the effective date of 
any such schedule, no such materials or 
products shall be produced, fabricated 
or processed except such as conform to 
the issued schedule and except as specifi- 
cally permitted by such schedule. Any 
schedule issued pursuant hereto may also 
contain any other restrictions concern- 
ing such materials and products that may 
be deemed necessary and appropriate, 
such as restrictions on the sale, purchase, 
transfer, delivery and/or uses thereof. 

(b) Appeals.—Any person affected by 
this order or any schedule issued pur- 
suant hereto who considers that com- 
pliance therewith would work an ex- 
ceptional and unreasonable hardship 
upon him, or that it would result in a 
serious problem of unemployment in the 
community, or that compliance with this 
order or such schedule would disrupt or 
impair a program of conversion from 
non-defense to defense work, may apply 
for relief by addressing a letter to the 
War Production Board (Ref: L-139) 
setting forth the pertinent facts and the 
reasons why such person considers that 
he is entitled to relief. The director of in- 
dustry operations may thereupon take 
such action as he deems appropriate. 

(c) Applicability of Priorities Regu- 
lation No. 1.—This order (and any 
schedule issued pursuant thereto) and 
all transactions affected thereby are sub- 
ject to the provisions of Priorities Regu- 
lation No. 1 (Part 944), as amended 
from time to time, except to the extent 
that any provision hereof may be incon- 
sistent therewith, in which case the pro- 
visions of this order (or such schedule) 
shall govern. 

(d) Communications to War Produc- 
tion Board.—All reports required to be 
filed hereunder, and all communications

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concerning this order, for any schedule 
issued pursuant hereto, shall, unless 
otherwise directed, be addressed to: 
War Production Board

(e) Violations——Any person who wil- 
fully violates any provision of this order 
or any schedule issued pursuant hereto, or 
who, in connection with this order or 
any such schedule, wilfully conceals a 
material fact or furnishes false informa- 
tion to any department or agency of the 
United States, is guilty of a crime, and 
upon conviction may be punished by fine 
or imprisonment. In addition, any such 
person may be prohibited from making 
or obtaining further deliveries of, or from 
processing or using, material under pri- 
ority control and may be deprived of 
priorities assistance.

GENERAL LIMITATION ORDER NO. L-139 
DENTAL EXCAVATING BURS 

(a) Definitions—For the purposes of 
this order : 

(1) “Dental excavating bur” means 
any bur used in an engine 
handpiece by dental practition- 
ers for the purpose of excavat- 
ing human teeth. 

(2) “Blades” means the cutting 
edges of a dental excavating 
bur. 

(b) Simplified Practices.—Pursuant to 
General Limitation Order No. L-139: 
(1) The following types are hereby 

established for regular sized 

dental excavating burs for angle 
handpieces and straight hand- 


pieces :

(2) The following types are hereby

(c) Restrictions on Manufacture. — 
After the date of issuance of this sched- 
ule, no person shall manufacture, fabri- 
cate or process any dental excavating 
burs which do not conform to the types, 
sizes and standards established by para- 
graph (b) hereof.

This simplified schedule was developed 
in cooperation with the manufacturers 
at a conference held April 22, 1942, in 
Washington, D. C., under the joint aus- 
pices of the Army and Navy Dental 
Corps, the Health Supplies Branch of 
the War Production Board and _ the 
Division of Simplified Practice of the 
National Bureau of Standards; and at a 
conference May 12, 1942, of the Health 
Supplies Branch and the accredited com- 
mittee of the American Dental Associa- 
tion. 


STAINLESS STEEL FOR ORTHODONTIC 
APPLIANCES 


Stainless steel for orthodontic ap- 
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pliances has been a difficult problem. 
Steel, especially 18-8 (18 per cent chro- 
mium, 8 per cent nickel), is scarce and 
is restricted to war needs. In May, 
manufacturers were informed that none 
would be available for orthodontic use. 
We immediately made proper contacts, 
since many telegrams and letters from 
the profession had been received protest- 
ing the action. We felt, after certain 
discussions with officials in Washington, 
that we would receive 3,000 pounds an- 
nually for orthodontic use, but when this 
matter was referred to the Iron and Steel 
Section of the War Production Board 
from the Health Supplies Section, with 
which we had been dealing, the steel was 
refused. A letter to that effect is given 
herewith :

Dear Doctor Anderson: 

Reference is made to our conversation of 
this date, in regard to stainless steel for 
orthodontic work. 

This problem has been before us a good 
many times and has been given very careful 
consideration. In the light of present condi- 
tions and the fact that substitutes, although 
perhaps inferior, are available, it is felt that 
we must reject this appeal. 

As I told you on the telephone, we have 
been forced, in recent months, to remove 
from mill schedules extremely important 
items in the direct war effort—items which 
are actually used in battle. It is the policy 
of this Unit to reject applications rather 


than to apply a priority rating which would 
not obtain the material desired. We feel that 
we owe the applicant that courtesy. 

This year we must make our efforts count 
more than at any other time. We feel that 
all critical materials must be confined to the 
requirements of the armed services. It is 
hoped that at some future date relief may 
be given to the deserving civilian public. 

I am sure that we will have your full co- 
operation in our efforts.

The committee from the American 
Dental Association working on these 
matters has had a very difficult job. In 
the first place, we started with a severe 
handicap. So many of our problems are 
concerned with critical materials. We 
shall continue the constant supervision 
that we have been giving restrictive pro- 
posals and cooperate regarding simplifi- 
cation in order that the profession’s abili- 
ties will be interfered with as little as 
possible. There is no use, however, in 
being too optimistic. Many instruments 
and much equipment that we have here- 
tofore included in our armamentarium 
will no longer be available. Under pres- 
ent conditions and with the difficulties 
confronting the committee, we ask that 
you conserve your supplies so that you 
will be handicapped as little as possible. 
The committee will to the best of its 
ability function in your interests, bearing 
in mind the requirements of the war 
program.

FEDERAL LOANS TO DENTAL STUDENTS 


Tue conference of college and univer- 
sity presidents held at Baltimore Jan- 
uary 3-4, 1942, advocated the establish- 
ment of accelerated programs of study 
in various technical and _ professional 
fields and went on record as in favor of 
the provision of federal funds for aid to 
both institutions and students participat- 
ing in such programs. A study was made 
of the situation by the U. S. Office of 
Education under the direction of the 
War Manpower Commission and, as a 
result, an appropriation of $5,000,000 has 
been made for loans to students. 

As will be recalled, the Council on 
Dental Education found that 72 per cent 
of all dental students enrolled work dur- 
ing their spare hours to help meet their 
expenses and that they earn on the aver- 
age $343 per annum. About 75 per cent 
of these earnings are accumulated dur- 
ing the summer months and about 25 per 
cent during the regular academic year. 
It was conservatively estimated, there- 
fore, that dental students earn over 
$2,000,000 annually. These facts were 
presented to the U. S. Office of Educa- 
tion and to the War Manpower Com- 
mission by the Council as the basis for 
dentistry’s claim to be included in any 
provision made by the Government for 
aid to institutions and to students. 

The appropriation for loans to stu- 
dents was made in a bill passed by Con- 
gress June 30 and signed by the Presi- 
dent July 2, making appropriations for 
the Department of Labor, the Federal 
Security Agency and related independent 
agencies for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1943. 

The loan fund of $5,000,000 is to be 
administered under general regulations 
as follows : 

1. Aid is to be limited to students par- 


ticipating in accelerated programs in de- 
gree-granting colleges and universities in 
engineering, physics, chemistry, medicine 
(including veterinary), dentistry and 
pharmacy. 

2. Aid is to be restricted to students 
whose technical or professional educa- 
tion can be completed within two years ; 
who attain and continue to maintain 
satisfactory standards of scholarship; 
who are in need of assistance ; who agree 
in writing to participate in an accelerated 
program of study, and who agree in 
writing to engage, for the duration of the 
wars in which the United States is now 
engaged, ‘in such employment or service 
as may be assigned by officers or agencies 
designated by the chairman of the War 
Manpower Commission. 

3. Loans are to be made by colleges or 
universities from funds paid to them by 
the Government upon estimates sub- 
mitted by them. 

4. The total fund available is $5,000,- 
000. 

5. Loans are to be made in amounts 
not exceeding tuition and fees plus $25 
per month and not exceeding a total of 
$500 to any one student during any 
twelve month period. 

6. Loans are to be evidenced by notes 
payable to the Treasurer of the United 
States at 2.5 per cent interest per annum. 

7. Loans are to be cancelled for stu- 
dents who may be ‘called into military 
service before completing their courses 
or who suffer total and permanent dis- 
ability or death. 

8. The loan program is to be admin- 
istered in accordance with regulations 
promulgated by the U. S. Commissioner 
of Education with the approval of the 
chairman of the War Manpower Com- 
mission. 
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RESEARCH COMMISSION 


SUBSTITUTE FOR TINFOIL 


In the cooperative research of the Re- 
search Commission of the American Den- 
tal Association, a substitute for tinfoil 
has been developed which is quite satis- 
factory for use in curing dental resins. 

A film of a soluble alginate is applied 
to the plaster. The film, after it has 
dried, is rendered insoluble and thus 
protects the resin during curing or mold- 
ing. 

Two solutions are required. The first 
is prepared by dissolving 5 or 6 gm. of 
a soluble alginate, such as potassium, 
sodium, magnesium or ammonium algi- 
nate, in 80 milliliters of water. This may 
require several hours of constant stirring. 
When the solution is complete, 20 milli- 
liters of glycerine is added. This first 
solution can be applied by dipping, 
spraying or painting. After the film has 
dried, a second solution is applied. 

The second solution contains metallic 
ions which will convert the soluble 
fim to an insoluble film. A saturated 
solution of calcium chloride is satis- 
factory. 

The halves of the flask, after the wax 
has been boiled out, are dipped in the 


first solution and allowed to drain and 
dry for a few minutes. A second dipping 
may be necessary if the solution is too 
thin or if the plaster does not retain a 
sufficient amount of the solution to form 
a continuous film. The halves are next 
dipped in the chloride solution and left 
for five or ten minutes and then removed 
and dried. The film can be removed 
from teeth with a sharp needle-hook in- 
strument similar to an explorer. 

The flask is now ready for trial pack- 
ing and, with a moderate amount of 
care, will retain the film until the cure is 
completed in boiling water. 

The substitute has advantages over the 
foil in that it is easier to apply, takes less 
time at the bench, gives a smoother sur- 
face and makes easier the separation of 
the halves of the flask. 

A patent application has been filed 
with proper assignments to the Secretary 
of Commerce to protect the Government 
and the dental profession. The invention 
was perfected by Irl C. Schoonover and 
George R. Dixon of the dental research 
staff at the National Bureau of Stand- 
ards. 


PHYSICAL PROPERTIES OF DENTAL MATERIALS 


For the first time, a complete summary 
of the more than 100 reports on research 
conducted in the dental laboratory at the 
National Bureau of Standards during the 
last twenty-two years has been issued by 
the bureau staff in cooperation with the 
Research Commission of the American 
Dental Association. 

The summary covers restorative and 
accessory materials such as amalgam, 


gold alloys, denture base resins, cements, 
investments and impression materials. 
Details of test methods, many of which 
were developed at the bureau, including 
illustrations and descriptions of testing 
equipment, will be found of particular 
value to dental schools and research lab- 
oratories. The specifications of the Fed- 
eral Government and of the Association 
are included in the book. 
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The active cooperation of the Ameri- 
can Dental Association made possible the 
extension of the data accumulated at the 
bureau to show more clearly their dental 
significance. 

The dentist will find explanations for 
some of the many problems which con- 
front him daily, such as excessive expan- 
sion (or shrinkage) of amalgam, shrink- 
age of gold inlays and solubility of 
cements. 

He will find technics suggested which 
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will eliminate or reduce these difficul- 
ties. 

The publication appears under the 
joint authorship of Wilmer Souder, 
Ph.D., principal physicist of the National 
Bureau of Standards, and George C. Paf- 
fenbarger, D.D.S., research associate, of 
the American Dental Association. The 
price is 75 cents. Copies are obtainable 
from the Superintendent of Documents, 
Government Printing Office, Washing- 
ton, D. C.

ComPLetTInc twenty-four years as den- 
tal director of the Peoria, Illinois Public 
Schools, C. Carroll Smith last month re- 
tired to devote himself to other and less 
strenuous activities. 

In retiring, Dr. Smith has turned his 
stewardship over to L. H. Johnson, who, 
for the past three years, has been his 
first assistant. Dr. Smith’s quarter of a 
century experience in the Peoria Public 
Schools has easily won him the distinc- 
tion of being America’s foremost public 
dental health educator. Assuming direc- 
torship of the dental department in 1918, 
he changed the rudimentary, reparative 
program to one which was basically edu- 
cational. He early sensed the need of 
teacher cooperation and enlisted and

relied upon the classroom teacher to 
carry out a dental educational program 
under his direction. 

In the early twenties, the Peoria school 
dental program gained international 
recognition and became an inspiration 
which resulted in similar activities in 
various parts of the country. Older 
workers in the field of dental public 
health who have intimate knowledge of 
his accomplishments exceedingly regret 
his retirement. 

Younger members who are less ac- 
quainted with his work, but who never- 
theless are unknowingly practicing meth- 
ods which he advocated and pioneered 
as early as a generation ago, will also 
feel the loss of his leadership.

COMPLIMENTARY DINNER TO J. BEN ROBINSON, PRESIDENT 
ELECT OF THE AMERICAN DENTAL ASSOCIATION 


Tue highlight of the Fifty-Ninth An- 
nual Meeting of the Maryland State 
Dental Association, held at Baltimore, 
May 4 and 5, was the congratulatory din- 
ner given to J. Ben Robinson, President 
Elect of the American Dental Associa- 
tion. 

The several speakers paid tribute to 
Dr. Robinson for his many important 
contributions to the profession in edu- 
cation, literature and organization. Earl 
W. Swinehart, long a prominent figure in 
national and local dental affairs, was 
the toastmaster. The speakers included 
William E. Trail, president of the Mary- 


land State Dental Association; H. Clif- 
ton Byrd, president of the University of 
Maryland ; Edward J. Jennings, Trustee 
of the Fourth District, and Harlan Hoyt 
Horner, Secretary of the Council on 
Dental Education.

WAR MANPOWER COMMISSION 


Paut V. McNutt, chairman of the 
War Manpower Commission, has an- 
nounced the following appointment to 
the commission : 

Edward C. Elliott, as chief of the Pro- 
fessional and Technical Employment and 
Training Division. Under his direction 
will be the engineering, scientific and 
management defense training program 
conducted in more than 200 colleges and 
universities through the U. S. Office of 
Education. Also under him will be the 


National Roster of Scientific and Special- 
ized Personnel, charged with recruiting 
professional and technical workers for 
the armed services, war industries and 
governmental war activities, and the Of- 
fice of Procurement and Assignment, 
charged with securing physicians, den- 
tists and veterinarians for the armed 
forces and for war communities. Dr. 
Elliott, a native of Chicago, is on leave 
from his post as president of Purdue 
University, Lafayette, Ind. 


MEDICAL GROUPS LOSE APPEAL IN U.S. TRUST CASE 


Tue United States Court of Appeals 
today upheld the conviction of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association and the Medi- 
cal Society of the District of Columbia 
on charges of illegal restraint of trade in 
violation of the antitrust laws. 

The two organizations were convicted 
in the district court last year of attempt- 
ing to thwart the aims of the Group 
Health Association, a cooperative of fed- 
eral government employes. 

Justice James M. Proctor assessed 
fines of $2,500 against the American 


Medical Association and $1,500 against 
the district society. All individual de- 
fendants named along with the two or- 
ganizations in the indictments were ac- 
quitted at the trial. Associate Justice 
Justin Miller wrote the unanimous opin- 
ion of the three judges of the Appellate 
Court. 

The American Medical Association 
has announced that their attorneys 
propose, in effect, to appeal to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States from 
the judgment of conviction.
